I was  studying  this  particular  coin  once;

The  President  kept  me  on 
his  mantle  for  six  years,  until  he  died  in 
1799.  Mrs.  Washington  gave  me  to  a 
little  colored  boy,  the  son  of  one  of  the 
President's  ex-slaves.  He  kept  me  until  he 
died  in  1825.  I passed  through  many 
hands  in  the  next  week  or  two  and  finally 
into  the  hand  of  a young  boy,  just  sixteen; 
he  took  me  across  the  counter  of  a country 
store,  looked  admiringly  at  me  and  said: 
'Much  more  beautiful  than  the  cents  of 
today.'  His  name  was  Abraham  Lincoln! 

I then  passed  into  the  hands  of  a young 
girl  who  admired  me  so  mucn  she  kept  me 
until  late  in  the  19th  Century,  packed 
away  in  a little  box  lined  with  cotton.  Her 
heirs  solds  me  and  I brought  $35.00  but 
was  promptly  resold  to  an  old  gentleman 
who  paid  $60.00  for  me.  Later  still  a 
fine  gentleman  bought  me  for  his  collec- 
tion and  I remember  him  keying,  'This  is 
the  finest  Crosby  14  K I've  ever  run  across.' 
His  name  was  Henry  Hines.  In  1944  I was 
sold  again,  and  again  in  1946.  Dr.  William 
H.  Sheldon  owned  me  then,  and  finally  you 
bought  me  in  1 947.  I hope  you  like  me  as 
well  as  the  rest."
